MAKKAN PERIOD 


1. First Converts 

> Ali was 10 years old at the time, a child. 

> The first free man to accept Islam was Abu Bakr. 
>» Zayd was the first freed slave to accept Islam. 


Khadijah being the first convert to Islam, as she believed in the 
Prophet before even knowing what had truly happened, demonstrating her 
unwavering faith. 

There was not a single man whom | invited to Islam except that he had some doubts before 
converting, except for Abt Bakr, for as soon as | presented [Islam to him], he did not hesitate before 
accepting. Abi Bakr was directly referenced in the Qur’an, “[It does not matter] if you do not support 
him, for Allah did in fact support him when the disbelievers drove him out [of Mecca] and he was 
only one of two.” This is in reference to the Prophet and Abi Bakr hiding in the cave, moments away 
from capture and death. The verse continues, “While they were both in the cave, he reassured his 
Companion, ‘Do not worry, for Allah is certainly with us.” Allah refers to Abt Bakr as the Prophet’s 


Companion, which is indeed sufficient a praise. 


When the number of Muslims had reached approximately thirty, including both men and women, the 
Messenger of God (pbuh) decided to make the house of one of them, a man by the name of al-Arqam 
Ibn Abi al-Arqam, a mecting place where he could give them guidance and instruction. During this 
period, nearly forty men and women entered Islam, most of them being poor, slaves, and others who 


enjoyed no power or prestige among the people of Quraysh. 


> The next batch of converts all accepted Islam at the hand of Abu Bakr were 
Sa‘d ibn Abi Waqqas, ‘Uthman ibn ‘Affan, Zubayr ibn al‘Awwam, and 
‘Abdurrahman ibn ‘Awf . 
. Sa‘d ibn Abi Waqaas was the youngest at around 16 years of age.His faith 
was so strong that he remained steadfast despite his mother’s severe 
emotional blackmail. 
‘Uthman ibn ‘Affan was one of the Prophet’s closest friends. The Prophet 
said, “Even the Angels are shy in his presence. 
“Every Prophet has his disciples, and my disciple is Zubayr ibn al--Awwam. 
‘Abdurrahman ibn ‘Awf was the oldest of these four converts. When he 
emigrated to Medina, he left behind all his possessions and did so with no 
money or belongings 
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> The next to convert was ‘Abdullah ibn Mas‘Ud. He was not a slave but was 
of the servant class. He was hired as a shepherd for ‘Uqbah ibn Abt Mu‘ayt, 
a severe enemy of Islam. Becoming the sixth convert to Islam. The Prophet 
once said about Ibn Mas‘ud, “Whoever would like to know how to recite 
the Qur’an properly as it was originally revealed should read according to 
the recitation of Ibn Umm ‘Abd (i.e., Ibn Mas‘ud).”131 Ibn Mas‘ud once 
said, “| learned more than 70 surahs (chapters) directly from the mouth of 
the Prophet .” 
The next batch of converts primarily comprised the slave class of Mecca 
The most famous of them were Bilal ibn Rabah, Khabbab ibn al-Aratt, and 
Yasir ibn ‘Amir alongside his wife Sumayyah bint Khayyat and their son 
‘Ammar ibn Yasir. 
The first non-Meccan convert to Islam was ‘Amr ibn “Abasa, a Yemeni Arab. 
He recalled, “I! always knew that idolatry was wrong. One day, news came 
to me that someone in Mecca was preaching the same, so | travelled all 
the way from Yemen to Mecca to meet him.”

Face in Dirt 
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In Sahth Muslim, Abt Hurairah narrates the story; Abii Jahl came to some of the leaders 
of Quraish who were sitting next to Al-Ka’bah and he told them, “Are you allowing 
Muhammad to rub his face in the dirt?” That was his evil way of saying Sujtid. “Are you 
allowing Muhammad to rub his face in the dirt? If I see him do that, I will trample over his 
neck and I will rub his face in the dirt.” Well, Rastlullah aus ale 40) <4 did come and he 
started to pray, and Rasilullah ales sle 4) ls would pray publicly in front of anyone, so 
Rasilullah als 4sle ai! 6 was praying right there in front of Al-Ka’bah and Abii Jahl and his 
friends saw this, so Abi Jahl stood up to go and fulfil his threat. So he walked up to Muhammad 
aly ule atl be and Muhammad luis ule 40) le was in Sujiid, and suddenly, they saw Abii Jahl 
falling back and he was waving with his hands like someone who was trying to repulse a danger 
that was about to befall him. So Abi Jahl came back and they asked him, “What had happened 
to you, what was wrong?” He said, “What do you mean what happened? Did you not see what 
happened?” They said, “No, we did not, there was nothing. All what we saw was you falling 
on your back and waving your hands.” Abu Jahl said, “There was a trench in front of me and 
there was fire and wings and terror.” Rasilullahalus ue <i! lasaid, “Those were the angels. If 
he would have come any closer to me, they would have torn him into pieces.” So he saw that 
but everybody else did not, all what they saw was Abii Jahl retreating, and Rasilullah 4) jlo 


alus ale said [that] those were the angels and they would have torn him if he came any closer. 


‘Uqbah Bin Abi Mu‘ayt Tries to Choke Rasilullah. 


Ugbah Bin Abi Mu‘ayt walked up to Muhammad alu:s ale atl Ls and he grabbed his clothes 
and he started wrapping Chapter 9: The Reaction 222 them around the neck of Rasilullah .b« 
aluy ule «il trying to choke him, until Abii Bakr stepped in and pushed ‘Uqbah Bin Abi Mu‘ayt 


away and he said, “Do you want to kill a man just because he says, ‘My Lord is Allah?’ — 
A'Turidtina An Taqtultna Rajulan Ayyaqtila Rabbi Allah?” The reason why you want to kill 
him is because he is saying my Lord is Allah, and he pushed ‘Uqbah Bin Abt Mu‘ayt away. 


‘Uqbah Bin Abi Mu‘ayt Dumps Contents of Camel's Abdomen on Rasilullah 4 40) (lua 
alu swhile he is in Sujiid. 


Rasiilullah ales ale atl. again was praying next to Al-Ka’bah, and Abi Jahl came to the 
leaders of Quraish who would always meet and sit next to Al-Ka’bah, and he told them, “So 
and so has slaughtered a camel; who will go and pick up the contents of the abdomen of the 
camel and dump it on Rasilullah albus ate 4) ~bo in Salah?” So the most evil among them, 
“‘Uqbah Bin Abi Mu‘ayt, he picked up the challenge and he went and grabbed all of the insides 
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of the abdomen, the intestines and the stomach, and he carried it, and he waited until 
Rasilullahals s ale 40) Lewas in the position of Sujiid, and he dumped it over him. Rasilullah 
alu yaule tl le continued with his Sujiid as if nothing happened, and then his daughter Fatimah 
saw what happened to her father and she started picking all of that dirt from the shoulders of 
her father. When Rasilullahals ale ai! lo finished his Salah, he made a Du‘a', and he made 
this Du‘a’ publicly in front of the people of Quraish, he said, “O Allah! Punish Abi Jahl, and 
‘Utbah Bin Rabi‘ah, and Shaybah Bin Rabi‘ah, Al-Walid Bin ‘Utbah, Ummayyah Bin Khalaf, 
and ‘Uqbah Bin Abi Mu‘ayt.” He made Du‘a' against seven, [but] I counted six. ‘Abdullah Ibn 
Mas‘iid, the narrator of the Hadith, said, “I forgot who was the seventh.” So Rasilullahat) lo 
alu s4ulemade Du‘a’ against them, and this was a very rare thing, that Rasiilullah ales ue <i! jlo 
would make Du‘a' against some people, but it got so bad [and] Rastlullahabes «ule at! lo was 
so hurt [that] he made Du‘a' against them, and he made Du‘a' in front of Al-Ka’bah. ‘Abdullah 
Ibn Mas‘id said, “I have seen with my own eyes all of these men killed in the Battle of Badr.” 
All of them. That was the fulfilment of the Du‘a' of Rastilullah ales ale <i! lo ;they all died 


on Kuftr.. 


“And by the way, it is very hurting to children to see their parents being humiliated, 
and psychiatrists in Falastin say that this is affecting the psychology of the children in 
Falastin when they see their fathers and their mothers [being] abused and kicked and hit by 
Israeli soldiers. So you have an entire generation of children who are growing up seeing their 
parents going through all of this abuse. And this psychiatrist was saying that it leaves some 
very dangerous marks and scars on their personalities, especially for children; it is very 


detrimental for them to see their parents go through humiliation.”

They used whatever slandering terms they could use, they would just throw them at Rasilullah (te 


plug due aulin order to assassinate the character of Rastlullaheleg ade aul (se, and the purpose of that 


was to destroy the Message itself, because Allah says: We know that you, [0 Muhammad], are 
saddened by what they say. And indeed, they do not call you untruthful, but it is the verses of Allah 


that the wrongdoers reject. 
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“Waraqah Bin Naufal said, “Anyone who would present to his people with a message similar to 
yours would be fought.” He will have enemies. So it is not you, it is the Message. So now they were 


accusing Muhammadelug ae aul “ein order to block the Message.”

V. Bargaining and Negotiations 
The people of Quraish came to Muhammad ely ae al be and said, “Let us make a deal, we 
will agree to worship Allah for one day, and you worship our gods for another day.” Rasulullah 
plug atc ail be told them, “I would never agree to such a thing.” They came back to him 
some time later and they said, “We have a better offer to make, we will worship Allah for a 
week and you worship our gods for one day.” He said, “No.” They came back again, “We have 
a better offer to make, we will worship Allah for a month, and you just give us one day.” 


Rasilullah els ate aul de said, “No”. Allah JN J> revealed the aayah 
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— They wish that you would soften [in your position], so they would soften [toward you].(al 


qalm:6) 


Vi. Allurements and Temptations and Setting Challenges 


1) Leaders of Quraish Try to Allure and Tempt Rasdlullah 

they said, “O Muhammad, if you are presenting us with this Message because you are 
in need of money, we will collect for you money until we make you the wealthiest 
among us. O Muhammad, if you are coming up with this religion because you are 
seeking power, we will appoint you as a king over us. O Muhammad, if you are 
presenting us with this religion because you are desiring women, we will choose for 
you the best 10 women in Quraish and marry them all to you. O Muhammad, if you 
are presenting us with this Message because you are possessed with demons, we will 
spend whatever is needed to cure you, even if we have to exhaust all of our wealth in 
the process. Tell us what you want.” Rasilullah els auc aul (te responded and said, 
“What you have said does not apply to me. | have not brought you my Message 
seeking your money, nor honour among you, nor sovereignty over you. God has sent 
me to you as a Messenger, He has revealed a document to me and has ordered me to 
bring you good news and warn you. | have brought you a Message from my Lord and 
have given you counsel. If you accept what | have brought to you, then that is for your 
good on Earth and in the Hereafter, if you reject it, | will await God’s decision until He 
decides between myself and you.” These are the approximate words of Muhammad. 
Kuffar of Quraish Set up Challenges for Rasulullah 

God has sent me to announce and warn. If you accept my Message then that is your 
good fortune here on Earth and in the Afterlife, if you reject it, then | must be patient 
and leave the matter up to God until He decides between myself and you. 


Nothing Will Work with Some People 


‘Abdullah Ibn Umayyah came to Rasilullah ely ae ail be and said, “O Muhammad, 


your people have offered you the best offers and you turned them down. And then 
they asked you to perform miracles for them and you refused. They asked you to bring 
down punishment on them and you did not. Now | tell you what, | am not going to 


believe in you until you bring a ladder that goes all the way up to the heaven, and then 
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you climb it while | am watching you, and you go up to Allah and you ask Him to write 
down for you a letter stating that you are His Prophet and have Him sign it, and then 
we want that document to come down accompanied by four angels to be witnesses 
that you are a Messenger from God. And then you know what? Even if you do that, | 
think |am not going to believe in you.” Dead end; nothing is going to work with these 
people. — And if they should see every sign, they will not believe in it.( al 
aaraf:146) This was the environment Rastlullah plus ade ail ue was working in, 


dealing with these types of people. It is a dead end, you cannot go any further. 
Putting Muhammad lus 4¢ «| «Under Pressure 


‘Aqil, the son of Abd Talib, he narrates and says that the people of Quraish came to Abd Talib 
and they told him, “This nephew of yours is disrupting and disturbing us in our meetings and 
in our mosque,” so they considered the Da’ wah of Rasulullahelug ae aul teto be disruption, 
“so tell him to stay away from us.” Abd Talib told ‘Aqil, “Go and call Muhammad for me.” So 
‘Aqil said, “| found him in Kanas.” Kanas means a very small room or a tent, and it was noon 
time, very hot in Makkah. So Rasilullah els auc aul te came to meet his uncle Abd Talib. His 
uncle told him, “Your people are complaining and saying that you are disrupting them and you 
are disturbing them in their meetings, so why do you not stop?” And Abd Talib was not 
speaking to Muhammad plug adc ail ue in a tone of an order; ‘Do this!’ But he was telling 
him as an advice; ‘It is better.’ [He was saying,] ‘So that you would not harm or have your 


people upset, how about if you stop disturbing them or disrupting their meetings?’ [He was 


saying this] in a very kind way RasUlullah ele auc al be looked at the sky and he pointed 


towards the sun and told Abu Talib, “O my uncle, do you see the sun?” He said, “Yes”. 
Rasulullah els ate aul desaid, “lam no more capable of stopping that than you are of getting 
me a flame from it.” In other words, it is impossible for me to stop this just like it is impossible 
for you to get a flame from the sun. you must have heard of the narration where 
Rasilullahetg 4 aw! ue says, “If they put the sun in my right hand and the moon in my 
left hand, | would not give up this matter until Allah Ut J> judges or | lose my life.” This 
narration is weaker, but we find the same meaning in the strong narration, that no matter 
what, | will continue with this mission. 
Jealousy and Hatred 
Al-Hijabah is the guardianship of Al-Ka’bah, 
An-Nadwah means the assembly of Quraish, 
Siqayah and Rifadah is providing the Pilgrims with food and water, 
Al-Liwa’' is the banner of war.

o Abd Jahl said, “I know that this man is telling the truth, but there is something holding 
me back. The descendants of Qusay said we want the authority of An-Nadwah; we 
gave it to them, we want the authority of Hijabah; we gave it to them, we want the 
authority of Al-Liwa’; we gave it to them, we want the authority of Rifadah and Siqayah; 
we gave it to them, and now when we started picking up and competing with them and 
we were running neck to neck, they come up and say that we have a Prophet among 


us; how can we compete with that? By God we are never going to accept this.” 


Persecution 


Rasilullah plug ae aul ewas Never Persecuted but his Companions were 


The Sahabah Went through Different Forms of Torture 

a) Yasir and Sumaiyyah were both killed under the severe tormenting of Abd Jahl. 

b) In one narration it states that Abi Jahl struck Sumaiyyah with a spear in her private 
parts until he killed her. And all of this was becoming too much on [their son] Sayyidina 
‘Ammar ; it was a combination of psychological pain and physical pain. 

‘Umar Ibn Al-Khattab had a slave-girl who he would torture, and sometimes he would 
stop. And to show you his personality! ‘Umar Ibn Al-Khattab, when he would stop, he 
would tell her, “Do not think | am giving you a break because | am having sympathy 
on you, the only reason why | stopped is because | am tired, otherwise | would 
continue.” But Allah d= Je, Yahdi May-Yasha' — Allah J J> guides whomever He 
wills. 
Assassination Attempts 
When Quraish’s attempts of character assassinations failed, they attempted to assassinate 
the character [itself]. They tried to destroy the Message by distorting the image of the 
Messenger. When that did not work, they tried to eliminate the Messenger. 
Khabbab Ibn Al-Aratt (small rocks and burn them on fire) 
‘Utbah Bin Rabt‘ah(poetry and magic) 
Dimad Al-Azdi(heal people who were possessed by demons) 
‘Amr Ibn ‘Absah(hates idols) 
Abd Dharr(Isaf and Na'ilah)
